During  1946  the  board  administered  the  education  of  fourteen  thousand 
children,  spent  two  million  si.x  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  public 
money,  employed  six  hundred  highly  trained  technicians,  and  planned 
the  construction  of  several  new  educational  plants  the  cost  of  which 
will    run    into  several    millions   of  dollars.    While    the   superintendent.

principals,  and  teachers  actually  operate  the  schools,  the  Board  of 
Education  stands  responsible  for  policy  and  practice  in  the  system.  The 
excellence  of  the  present  Board's  work  is  best  measured  by  the  very 
high  rating  accorded  lhe  South  Bend  School  system  by  the  many  edu- 
cational and  financial  agencies  which  have  examined  it. 

Appointments  to  membership  on  the  Board  of  Education  are  made 
by  the  mayor  and  approved  by  the  city  council  for  a  term  of  four 
years.  The  board  is  politically  bi-partisan  and  is  composed  of  members 
who  have  served  for  an  average  of  eight  years.  Mr.  Robert  Orcutt  is  the 
very  capable  secretary  of  the  board.  Through  his  office  and  with  the 
Board's  approval  all  appropriations,  purchases,  disbursements,  and  con- 
tractural  matters  pass.

The  suggestion  from  the  judges  of 
the  contest  gave  many  ideas  as  to  how  the 
paper  might  be  improved  and  the  staff 
started  to  work  to  do  thsm. 

A  new  appearance  greeted  the  sub- 
scribers at  the  beginning  of  the  year--- 
the  front  page  masthead  had  been  changed 
and  the  whole  paper  was  set  m  a  different 


type  that  gave  it  more  of  that  "newspaper" 
touch  This  first  issue  also  brought  some- 
thing new  in  make-up-a-spread  of  football 
pictures  across  the  front  of  the  page.

This  new  birth  started  with  the  appointment 
of  Garland  (Jim)  Crowe  as  head  coach  and  blos- 
somed during  the  season  with  many  events  that 
added  to  its  growth  As  was  so  amply  expressed  by 
the  new  coach,  "We  haven't  shed  any  tears  over 
losing,  and  do  not  expect  anyone  to  do  so.

A  week  later  a  spark  of  improvement  was 
noted  in  "game  savey",  but  in  spite  of  some  sharp 
tackling  and  blocking,  the  big  Bears  from  Central 
rolled  up  a  32-6  count  before  the  game  was  over. 
Don  Howell  scored  on  a  one  yard  plunge  in  the  final 
quarter. 

Typical  of  the  balance  of  power  through  the 
conference  was  Goshen's  team,  which  was  supposed 


to  be  a  breather  for  the  Adams  lads.  The  Redskins,  however,  fielded 
their  best  team  in  years  and  won  the  game  25-0  Under  classmen  took 
over  in  the  second  half,  and  it  was  after  this  game  that  all  but  three 
seniors  chose  to  leave  the  squad 

Without  the  services  of  these  seniors,  Riiey  whipped  the  team  by 
the  same  score  as  did  Goshen  A  down  pour  of  rain  drenched  Adams 
hopes  of  mounting  a  successful  pass  attack  featuring  spunky  little 
Joe  Howell. 

The  Green  Wave  from  Washington  was  the  fifth  straight  opponent 
of  top  flight  quality  faced  by  the  weary  band  of  Eagles.  Mr.  Schedule 
Maker  really  dished  it  out  to  the  East  Side  Gang,  but  as  the  coach  re- 
marked, "Everybody  wanted  to  play  us."  The  Panthers  were  hounded 
by  this  spirited  team  they  faced  and  only  managed  a  7-0  lead  at  half- 
time.  Three  plays  after  the  second  kick-off  Joe  Howell 
ran  sixty-seven  yards  to  score,  but  after  this  short  ray  of  "B"

hope,  the  Panthers  took  off  to  win  jl-6 


The  last  games  were  against  Elkhart,  conference  champs  Laporte, 
and  Michigan  Gity.  The  respective  scores  were  32-7,  38-0,  and 
31-6. 

At  the  close  of  the  season,  these  up  and  coming  young  Eagles 
had  a  world  of  experience  with  which  to  start  the  next  year.  The 
football  fortunes  of  John  Adams  are  definitely  on  the  up-swing,  and 
with  careful  planning  and  execution  should  produce  a  top-notch  team 
in  a  short  time 

Winners  of  the  awards  were  announced  at  the  annual  banquet. 
Don  Simon  was  elected  captain  of  the  team  and  awarded  the  Kiwanis 
medal  for  scholarship  and  sportsmanship,  Millard  Nichols  received  the 
Reco  lineman  award,  and  Don  Howell  the  Gilbert  trophy  for  the  most 
valuable  back.

Harold  Ziker,  a  junior  and  individual 
high  scorer,  paced  the  Adams  quint  in 
shooting  all  of  the  way,  most  notably  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season  when  the  team 
en|oyed  a  five  game  winning  streak.  The 
schools  which  fell  in  this  early  onslaught 
were  Washington-Clay,  Mishawaka,  Lew 
Wallace,  Goshen,  and  Riley.  The  win  over 
Lew  Wallace  was  the  first  time  that  a 
Powell  directed  Adams  five  had  turned  in 
such  a  feat.

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Two  quick  conference  losses  to  LaPorte  and  Central  marred  the 
win  streak,  but  established  Adams  as  a  formidable  outfit  since  the  two 
games  were  lost  by  a  total  of  four  points.  In  these  two  games,  Adams 
played  the  double  winners  of  the  conference,  and  did  the  best  of  about 
any  other  team  that  had  met  up  with  the  two  powerhouses  Of  special 
interest  in  the  LaPorte  game  was  the  fact  that  the  Eagles  trailed  23-8 
at  the  half,  but  came  back  within  three  points  of  a  victory. 


A  complete  rest  from  holiday  play  was  experienced  by  the  squad, 
but  it  suffered  none  from  the  loss  of  action  for  victim  No.  6.  East 
Chicago  Roosevelt,  was  tacked  up  with  the  start  of  a  new  year,  1947. 
A  defeat  by  Mishawaka  in  conference  play,  an  overtime  victory  from 
Michigan  City,  and  another  one  point  loss  to  Washington  came  in  quick 
succession  A  trip  to  Plymouth  proved  to  be  disasterous  by  a  one  point 
margin,  but  a  late  rally  against  a  hot  Woodrow  Wilson  team  a  week

later  brought  another  win  to  the  Eagle  brood.  North  Side 
of  Fort  Wayne  and  Culver  played  host  to  the  team,  but 
proved  ungracious  as  far  as  the  boys  were  concerned,  and 
won  each  game. 

The  season  drew  to  a  close  with  conference  games 
against  Riley,  Nappanee  and  Elkhart,  The  Wildcats  fell 
in  an  overtime  battle,  Nappanee  was  routed  42-27,  but 
Elkhart  played  its  usual  home  floor  game  of  ball  and 
walked  off  with  its  fourth  straight  victory  in  as  many 
seasons  over  its  South  Bend  rival 

A  review  of  some  of  the  outstanding  players  on  this 
1947  John  Adams  basketball  team  would  most  certainly 
include  Captain  elect  Don  Howell,  who  was  one  of  the 


first  string  carry  overs  from  the  previous  year.  It  was  his 
steadiness  under  fire  and  leadership  on  the  floor  that  were 
responsible  for  his  captaincy  award.  Don  was  usually  very 
dependable  in  the  scoring  column,  although  he  did  not 
take  many  shots.  His  accuracy  was  probably  the  highest 
percentage  of  any  on  the  team  because  he  made  his  shots 
count 

Another  big  gun  in  the  red  and  blue  starting  five  was 
Glenn  Personette,  who  served  three  years  as  a  varsity 
ball  player  and  who  most  certainly  was  a  mainstay  in  the 
line-up.  He  saw  more  action  during  the  season  than  any 
other  ball  player  on  the  club,  and  was  definitely  a  leader 
and  play  maker  on  the  floor.  His  high,  arching  set  shots 


gained  him  fame  as  a  marksman  from  all  parts  of  the  rival  districts,  and 
he  was  one  of  the  most  feared  players  in  the  area  by  the  opposing 
coaches.  The  Kiwanis  award  for  scholarship  and  sportsmanship  was 
presented  to  Glenn  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Fred  Wegner  and  Roland  Fye  were  the  two  boys  carried  over  from 
the  last  year's  varsity.  Fye  gained  a  starting  berth  after  the  first  few 
games  of  the  year,  but  suffered  a  "strep"  throat  infection  late  in  the 
season  and  quit  the  squad  before  sectional  time.  Wegner  was  a  good 
man  to  have  around  because  of  his  set  shot  artistry  and  snappy  ball 
handling.  He  was  one  of  Powell's  most  frequently  used  substitutes. 

Up  from  an  excellent  B-team  were  seniors  Dave  Cox,  Bill  Green, 
George  Cranberry,  and  Rod  Million.  Cranberry,  a  senior  A  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  started  the  first  two  games,  but  graduated  in  the 
January  class.  Million  served  in  a  substitute  capacity,  but  quit  the  team 
late  in  the  season.  Cox  and  Green  each  started  several  different  games, 
but  were  called  on  for  relief  work  most  of  the  games  Green,  the  biggest 
boy  on  the  team,  was  noted  for  his  hook  shots,  while  Cox  liked  to  sneak 
In  through  the  opponent's  defense  and  lay  in  two  points  with  a  fancy 
drive  in.  Both  were  valuable  assets  to  the  team. 

Juniors  seeing  action  were  Don  Lambert  and  Harold  Ziker  Ziker 
was  one  of  the  most  respected  and  feared  players  on  the  squad  by  all 
teams  who  faced  the  Eagles,  because  of  his  ability  to  keep  above  the 
ten  point  scoring  mark  in  every  game.  As  mentioned  before,  he  was 
season  high  scorer.  His  scoring  ability  from  the  pivot  circle  was  un- 
canny, and  sometimes  seemingly  impossible.  "Mo"  was  a  little  on  the 
hot-headed  side  which  added  to  his  color  as  a  player.  He  kept  the  team 
alive  and  rolling  with  his  will  to  play  and  win.  Ziker  will  undoubtedly 
turn  out  to  be  one  of  the  best  hardwood  men  in  John  Adams  history. 

"Legs"  Lambert  was  the  lanky  lad  on  the  team,  which  was  directly 
responsible  for  his  many  minutes  of  playing  time  Don  was  well  liked  by 
his  team  mates,  and  by  the  team  backers  He  was  always  quiet  on  the 
floor,  but  made  it  known  that  he  was  around  by  rebounding,  and  scoring 


at  the  right  times   He  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  team  in  the  coming 
season. 

Most  discussed  team  members  were  the  Truex  twins,  the  red- 
headed dynamite  duet  just  up  from  junior  high.  So  outstanding  was  their 
play  that  they  made  first  string  varsity  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Dick  and 
Don  looked  so  much  alike  that  official  scorers  had  trouble  racking  up 
the  right  points  for  the  right  man  An  example  of  this  point  is  the  fact 
that,  in  the  first  game  that  they  started,  the  box  score  in  The  Tribune 
was  |ust  the  opposite  of  what  was  correct  for  the  twins,  Don  was  high 
scorer  of  the  two,  his  points  coming  from  tip-ins  under  the  basket.  His 
brother,  Dick,  set  up  many  points  by  passing  the  ball  on  a  quick  break 
to  other  team  members  Much  will  be  expected  from  each  of  the  boys 
in  the  next  two  years  at  Adams 

Two  other  players  who  will  be  back  next  year,  but  who  saw  largely 
B-team  action  are  Johnny  Weissert  and  John  Keller.  They  are  both  nifty 
ball  handlers  and  set  shot  artists  Weissert  dressed  for  the  sectional 
tournament. 

An  additional  note  of  praise  should  go  to  little  Eddie  White, 
senior  manager  of  1947.  "Ed  was  one  swell  guy  to  have  around",  was 
the  general  feeling  of  both  coaches  and  team  alike.  He  added  a  lot  of 
fun  and  color  to  the  practice  hours,  and  games  too,  when  he  wore  his 
red  corduroy  shirt  in  contrast  with  Mr  Powell's  green  one.  Another 
person  who  received  recognition  at  the  awards  assembly  was  statistician 
Charley  Ortt,  whom  the  coached  termed  as  "a  general  handy  man,"  for 
the  team.  He  kept  up-to-the-minute  data  on  shooting  and  defense  work. 

Mr.  Herbert  Reed,  basketball  coach  at  Western  Michigan  Uni- 
versity, delivered  the  mam  address  at  the  seventh  annual  basketball 
banquet.  He  urged  the  boys  to  tram  and  get  ready  for  the  next  year 
now,  instead  of  waiting  until  the  season  began.  His  talk  was  a  fitting 
tribute  to  the  1946-47  basketball  team  at  John  Adams  High  school  --- 
a  team  which  helped  much  to  build  a  growing  tradition  in  the  com- 
paratively new  school. 
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'  OR  TWO  successive  years  the  John 
Adams  track  team  has  dominated  the  conference  as  a  result  of  twice 
winning  the  sectional  track  meet  and  picking  off  dual  meets  with  grati- 
fying regularity.  The  1947  team  had  to  assume  responsibility  for  defend- 
ing this  reputation  with  only  two  letterman  and  a  handful  of  other 
veterans  who   had   not   demonstrated   monogram    quality.    The   season 


opened  badly.  As  the  Album  goes  to  press  the  balance  sheet  shows  one 
meet  won  from  Washington  by  a  score  of  56.5  to  52.5  and  losses  to 
Riley,  Mishawaka,  Michigan  City,  Elkhart  and  Central.  Prospects  are 
now  looking  up,  however,  as  four  athletes  qualified  at  the  Mishawaka 
trials  for  the  conference  finals  to  be  run  May  ninth  at  Roosevelt's  field 
in  East  Chicago.  Jerry  Gibson  won  the  broad  jump,  and  Ben  Jurcik,  Bob

Smith,  and  Jack  Swindeman  qualified  in  the  440,  high  hurdles,  and  high 
jump  respectively. 

Four  boys  stand  out  as  the  superlative  performers  of  the  squad; 
Jerry  Gibson  appears  to  be  one  of  the  best  men  in  the  Northern  Indiana 
League.  After  a  late  start  made  necessary  by  his  playing  the  lead  in  the 
musical  "Katinka,"  he  has  set  two  all  time  Adams  records;  21'  11.25" 
in  the  broad  jump  and  10.5  seconds  in  the  century.  Bob  Smith,  also  in 
his  third  track  and  field  campaign,  has  emerged  a  a  dependable  winner 
in  the  high  hurdles.  His  16  5  in  the  city  meet  was  good  enough  to  get 
him  a  first  place  and  an  Adams  record.  Bob  also  runs  a  nice  race  over 
the  low  sticks  Long,  lank,  and  steady  Dave  Irwin  is  a  middle  distance 
man  who  is  a  constant  point  getter.  In  addition  to  his  specialty,  the  half 
mile,  Dave  competes  in  the  2.20,  the  440,  and  the  mile  when  the  situa- 
tion seems  to  indicate  that  a  little  running  might  help  Only  underclass- 
man in  this  quartet  of  stars  is  diminutive  Ben  Jurcik  While  Ben's  big 
feature  is  the  440,  he  appears  also  in  the  dashes  and  the  half  mile. 
These  four  boys  and  a  half  mile  relay  team  are  Adams'  best  hope  for 
representation  at  the  state  meet  to  be  held  in  Indianapolis  on  May 
twenty-fourth  Other  seniors  who  have  been  steady  point  getters  are 
Don  Howell,  high  jumper,  shot  putter,  and  broad  jumper  and  Jack 
Swindeman,  high  jumper. 

Coach  Krider  places  great  hope  for  the  future  in  a  roster  of  excel- 
lent sophomore  and  lunior  prospects.  Ronald  Minzey,  LeRoy  Barritt, 
Bill  Mitchell,  and  Bob  Manby  promise  much  in  the  dashes  and,  along 
with  Jerry  Gibson,  make  a  half  mile  relay  team  that  might  be  heard 
from  in  state  competition  in  the  '47  season.  Tom  Lane,  Bill  Gooley,  and 
Jim  Barcome  promise  big  stuff  in  the  shot  putt.  Middle  distance  men 
Nichols,  Rummel,  Dave  Gibson,  Foster  are  expected  to  shape  into  a 
strong  relay  team  in  addition  to  producing  plenty  of  points  for  the  '48 
season  individually  Loren  Beebe,  handicapped  this  year  by  illness,  should 
have  a  big  year  in  the  pole  vault.

The  most  successful  squad  in  Adams'  history  got  this  distinction 
by  winning  a  state  wide  invitational  tournament  at  LaPorte  and  finish- 
ing second  place  in  the  conference  Riley  won  the  conference  title  by 
defeating   the    Eagle    linksmen   65-5.5    in    the   fourth    match   of    the 


season.  The  team  had  a  total  of  four  victories  and  two 
defeats  including  the  state  tournament. 

Each  of  the  boys  on  the  squad  was  a  real  threat,  and 
shared  honors  throughout  the  year  in  different  matches. 
Jim  Sennett,  South  Bend's  |unior  champion,  was  the  main- 
stay and  was  usually  first  man  on  the  team.  Tow-headed 
Rodney  Million  and  Ernie  Mendler  were  the  other  seniors 
seeing  action.

Starting  a  round-rob. n,  home  and  home  schedule  in  the  NIHSC  for  the  first  time 
in  history,  the  Eagles  met  Central  in  the  initial  league  game  One  hit  was  all  that 
could  be  shaken  from  the  Bear's  hurler, 
and  this  was  a  last  inning  triple  by 
Dave  Coker.  The  final  score  of  6-0  put 
Adams  in  the  cellar  for  the  year's  first 
encounter.

A  7-4  loss  to  LaPorte  was  the  last 
setback  that  the  Eagles  took  for  three 
games,  and  at  the  end  of  this  wm 
stretch,  John  Adams  name  was  at  the 
top  of  the  daffy  conference  standings 
Two  quick  losses  threw  the  squad  back 
into  the  pack  again,  and  as  the  last 
form  Is  locked  on  the  Album  the 
NIHSC  is  a  scramble  with  six  games 
left  on   the  schedule. 

One  Adamite  commented  at  a 
game  one  night.  "One  never  realized 
just  how  valuable  a  man  Dick  Jensen 
was  until  we  didn't  have  him"  It  was 
also  a  fitting  tribue  to  Dick,  who  was 
counted  on   very  heavily   to  carry   the 


pitching  load  this  year.  Just  before  the  season  opened,  Dick  was  taken  to  the  hospital 
with  Bright's  disease,  which  kept  him  from  playing  for  the  whole  year.  He  was  one  of 
the  best  pitchers  in  the  area,  and  could  have  added  the  right  strength  to  the  team  in 
its  '47  campaign  As  it  was,  the  brunt  of  the  mound  duties  went  to  sophomore  ace,  Don 
Truex.  Don  is  one  of  the  most  promising  pitchers  South  Bend  has  ever  seen,  and  keeps 
up  with  the  best  of  them  while  he  is  working.  In  something  like  25  innings  he  had  40 
strike  outs  to  his  credit,  not  quite  an  average  of  two  per  inning.  Other  pitchers  on  the 
staff  were  sophomores  Jim  Nevins,  and  Bill  Cox.  Both  are  spunky  little  players,  and 
show  much  promise  for  the  next  two  seasons. 

Seniors  on  the  team  were  Glenn  Personette,  Fred  Wegner.  Ed  White,  and  Dave 
Cox.  Nucleus  for  a  strong  team  next  year  includes  Bill  Roberts  and  Phil  Smeltzer, 
catchers,  Dick  Truex  and  Don  Simon  for  first  base,  Dave  Coker  at  second,  and  out- 
fielders Keith  Zieders  and  John  Keller.  Devon  Frash  and  Dave  Hyde  also  show  promise 
as  rookies.
